AN ACT Relating to requiring the departnment of ecology to aid in
the devel opnent of projects designed to denonstrate to the public
options avail able for preserving the state's natural resources through
enhanced air quality; adding a new section to chapter 70.94 RCW and
maki ng an appropriation.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 70.94 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The legislature finds that degraded air quality can have a
substantial negative effect on the value and productivity of the
state's natural resources, including the public's enjoynent of the
outdoor recreation available in Washington. As such, the |egislature
finds that the departnent of ecology, as the lead state clean air
regul atory body, should aid in the developnent of denonstration
projects that raise awareness about options available to enhance the
state's air quality.

(2) The departnent shall provide technical advice and funding for,
at a mninmum a denonstration project devel oped with a science nuseum
that has an existing program designed to bring science education to
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children by way of a nobile |earning vehicle. The denonstration
project nust enhance the existing programin a way that will provide
traveling exhibits to help students | earn about the connection between
energy generation and clean air, the inpact different sources of energy
have on clean air and the environnent, the scientific properties of
energy, and the different uses of energy.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The sumof four hundred forty-nine thousand
nine hundred sixty-three dollars, or as much thereof as my be
necessary, is appropriated for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2008,
fromthe general fund to the departnent of ecol ogy for the purposes of
this act.
